4. Method of recruitment, age limit, qualification, etc.- The meihoo 
reemitmenl, age limit, qualilieations and oilier matters relating thereto shat' 
as specified in columns (5) to (13 ) of the aforesaid Schedule. 


3 Initial constitution.- (!) Personnel holding the posts specified in 
schedule annexed herein, immediately before commencement of these rules 
the regular or long-term basis shall lie deemed to have been appointed 
accordance with the provisions of these rules. 


(2) Hie regular continuous service of personnel referred in sub rule ( ! ) in 
tlie respective grades immediately before commencement of these rules shah 
count for the purpose of probation period, qualifying service for promotion., 
confirmation and pension in the service. 

6. Maintenance.- Every post remaining unfilled on the date of 
commencement of these rules and every vacancy that may arise there after shall 
be filled in accordance with the provisions as contained in the Schedule and the 
procedure as may be prescribed by the Central Government from time to time.

SHAPE-1 instead of writing SIHIAIPIEL General evaluation of these numerals 
is as under:-

Provided that the person whose date of birth is the First day of the month; 
shall retire from service on the afternoon of the last date of the preceding month 
on attaining the age of fifty seven years. 

13. Power to relax - Where the Central Government is of the opinion that il is 
necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order, for reasons to be recorded in 
writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or 
category of persons. 

14. Saving.- Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations, relaxation of age 
limit and other concessions required to be provided for the Scheduled Castes, the 
Scheduled Tribes, Other Backward Classes, Ex- Servicemen and other special 
categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central 
Government from time to time in this regard. 

15. Liability of service - Any person appointed to the said posts under these 
rules shaii be liable 10 serve anywhere in India or abroad. 

16. Interpretation.- If any question relating to the interpretation of these rules 
arises, it shall he decided by the Central Government.
